NET GAIN OF TWO FOR REPUBLICANS HAS BEEN MADE. 


Terms of Thirty of the Present Senators are Soon to Expvire—Successors 
for Seven of Them Have so far Been Elected—Commonwealths Classed 
as Doubtful are California, West Virginia, New York, Pennsylvania, 

_ North Dakota, New Jersey, Indiana, Washington and Nebraska—Opin- 
ion Prevails That the Upper House Will Show a Decided Majority After 
the Fourth of Next March—The Party of the Administration Only 
Needs a Few Votes, While the Other Side is Shy a Good Many—Esti- 
mates of the Opposing Chairmen. ° 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The control of the United 
States Senate-will be determined very largely by the re- 
‘sult of the elections Tuesday, when 23 States elect Legis- 
-|latures, which will in tnrn elect Senators. The present 
party Strength in the Senate is as follows: Republicans, 
43; Democrats, 34; Populists, 6; Silver Republicans, 6. 
This gives a majority to no one party, and it has proved 
a fruitful source of. doubt: in legislation influenced ty 
party lines. 

The terms of thirty of the present Senators are about 
to expire, and in most of these cases the Legislatures 
chosen next Tuesday will elect successors, —

'| Virginia, McComas to succeed Gorman in Maryland, 
Hanna of Ohio, Money of Mississippi, Proctor of Vermont 
and the Legislature of Maine, which has been elected, but 
has not yet chosen a Senator. In Oregon, also, Simon has 
been elected to fill a vacancy. These changes, already 
made, give a net gain of two inthe Republican yote: 
McComas of Maryland and Simon of Oregon. 

The remaining twenty-three Senators are yet to be 
chosen. Those who are about to retire are: Allen (Pop.) 
of Nebraska, Bate (Dem,) of Tennessee, Burrows (Rep.) 
of Michigan, Cannon (Sil. Rep.) of Utah, Clark (Rep.) of 
Wyoming, Cockrell (Dem.) of Missouri. Davis (Rep.) of 
Minnesota, Faulkner (Dem.) of West Virginia, Gray 
(Dem.) of Delaware, Hawley (Rep.) of Connecticut, Lodge 
(Rep.) of Massachusetts, Mantle (Sil. Rep.) of Montana, 
Mills (Dem.) of Texas, Mitchell (Dem.) of Wisconsin, Mur- 
phy (Dem.) of New York, Pasco (Dem.) of Florida, Quay 
(Rep.) of Pennsylvania, Roach (Dem.) of North Dakota, 
Smith (Dem.) of New Jersey, Stewart (Sil.

In several of these 
cases the election of the present incumbent is expected, 
but in quite a large number of them much doubt exists. 

The Republican managers are placing much reliance 
on the fact that they need only a few votes to secure them 
a clear majority, while the Democrats, Populists and Sil- 
ver Republicans would have to carry most all of the 
doubtful Legislatures in order to prevent a Republican 
majority. The States considered most in doubt are West 
Virginia, New York, Pennsylvania, North Dakota, New 
Jersey, Indiana, California, Washington and Nebraska; 
conflicting claims being made in each State. 

Among Senate officials the opinion prevails that the 
anomalous condition now prevailing of a Senate without a 
majority will end with the coming election, and that the 
Legislatures then chosen will give assurance of majority 
rule in the upper branch of Congress after March 4 next. 


THE PRESIDENT’S STATE. 


at the Congressional elections follow- 
ing a Presidential election, and if the 
Republicans hold their own Tuesday it 
will be a marked exception to the rule. 

The present apportionment of the 
Ohio Congress Districts was made 
while Mr. McKinley was governor, in 
1892. Under this apportionment the 
Republicans, in 1894, elected nineteen 
and the Democrats only two members 
of Congtess. -During the administra- 
tion of President Cleveland, in 1894, 
there was a tidal wave in favor of the 
Republicans.

Richard Croker says: “I more than 
ever am confident that the Democratic 
ticket will be elected tomorrow by a 
handsome majority.

Capitol at Washington 
Fiercely Shaken, 


Supreme Courtroom is Wrecked 
and Library Destroyed, 


| Enormous Damage Done by Fire 
and Explusion. 


Priceless Records in Ashes—Central 
Eastern Part of the Great Mar- 
ble Building Practically Ruined, 
Leaking Meter Causes It. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—An €X« 
Dlosion and fire at 5:13 o'clock this 
afternoon wrecked the Supreme Court 
room and the rooms immediately ad- 
joining it on the main floor of the 
Capitol. The damage is enormous. 
The entire central eastern part of the 
great marble pile, from the main floor 
to the subterranean basement, practi- 
cally is a mass of ruins. 


Fire followed the explosion sa 
quickly as to seem practicaly simule 
taneous with it. The explosion shook 
the immense structure to its founda- 
tions, and was heard several square 
yards from the Capitol. It occurred 
in a small room, tightly inclosed by 
heavy stone walls, in the subterranean 
basement immediately below the main 
entrance to the old Capitol building. 
In this room was a 500-light gas 
meter, which was fed by a four-inch 
main. Very little gas is used in that 
part of the building, but at the time 
of the explosion the gas had not beey 
turned off at the meter. The meter it- 
self was wrecked, and the gas pouring 
from the main caught fire. . 

The flames originating from the exe 
plosion darted up the snaft of ehe elee 
vator, which had been completely de-« 
stroyed by the force of the explosion, 
and communicated with the record 
room of the Supreme Court; the office 
of the marshal of the court and the 
Supreme Court library: Before the 
flames could be subdued, the priceless 


documents in the record-room had been © 


almost totally destroyed, and serious 
damage had been done in the maré- 
shal’s office, and some minor rooms ig 
the immediate vicinity. 

The library of the Supreme Court, 
located directly beneath the Supreme 
Court room, was badly damaged by fire, 
smoke and water, practically destroy- 
ing the great collection of law refere- 
ence books. The library contains about 
20.000 volumes, and was used not 
only by the Justices of the Supreme 
Court, but by members of Congress and 
lawyers practicing before the Supreme 
Court. Justice Harlan said tonight 
that the library was very valuable. 
Many of the works it contained, he 
thought, would be difficult to replace. 

Librarian Clark, after a curoSory ex- 
amination. necessarily made by the 
light of lanterns, expressed the opine 
ion that many of the beoks could be 
saved, although they had been drenched - 
by water from the streams poured into 
the library for two hours or more after 
the explosion oécurred., 

The most serious damage, in the 
opinion of the justices of the Supreme 
Court, is to the records stored in the 
sub-basement. These included all of 
the records. of cases and opinions ren- 
dered by the fathers of judiciary of 
the government. Apparently the aocu- 
ments in this room are either totally 
destroyed or so badly damaged by fire 
and water as to be useless. Justice 
Harlan said that while the loss of the 
records were irreparable, it was fortue 
nate that the later reports of the court, - 
which are kept in the office of the clerk 
on the main floor, were not injured. As 
documents for reference at this time 
and later, Judge Harlan thought these 
were of far greater value than the rec- 
ords destroyed. 

Finally, the clerk’s office was not im 
the least damaged by fire, and the ex- 
plosion did no damage ‘in it, except to 
blow one window out. James McKen- 
ney, Clerk of the Supreme Court, ex- 
pressed the view, after making an ex- 
amination of the old room, that some, 
at least, of the documents, priceless 
from the view point of the historian, 
could be saved. Tonight, however, 
owing to the inadequate lighting facil- 
ities in that portion of the building 
where the explosion and fire occurred, 
it is impossible for him to make an 
intelligent or thorough investigation 
of the damages. The Supreme Court 
room was damaged principally by wa- 
ter and smoke, the fire not reaching 
that point. Adjoining the courtroomo, 
however, both the Marshal's office and 
the Senate barber shop furnished food 
for the flames 

While many theories are offered as 
to the cause of the explosion, it seems 
beyond doubt to have beem due to es- 
caping gas. At 7:05 o’clock Lieut.- Col. 
Nelson of the Capitol police detected 
an odor of gas from the corridor ad- 
joining the Supreme Court room. Not 
being able to locate it, he proceeded tq 
Statuary, Hall, the old ball of the 
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House of Representatives, thinking the | 


gas might be escapine from a burner 
in that Vicinity. While he was endeav- 
oring to locate the escape of the gas, 
the explosion occurred. 

Only a few fhersons, 
cers of the Capitol police, were in the 
building at the time, but several of 
them had narrow escapes. Before the 
fire department; which responded to 
ah alarm sent in by a policeman three 
squares from the Capit’, had arrived, 
Cc. P. Gleim, chief clectrician of the 
Capitol, and H. W. Taylor, chief engi- 
near of the House side; had # stream 
playing inte the Stipreme Court .rec- 
ord-room, Which by this-time Wis a 
roaring furnace. Within a few mintites 
after the arrival of the fire department 
the flames were under control, al- 
though, as a precautionary measur, 
streams were poured into the Marshaks 


basement for two hours. 

The firemen were unable, however, 
for a considerable time, to extinguish 
the flame of gas which shot out of the 
4-ingh main in the meter-room. From 
this main the fire-swept through an 
orifice in the basement floor caused by 
the explosion, and attacked the con- 
sultation room of the Supreme Court 
Justices on the main floor. Some dam- 
age was done to the furniture and fit- 
tings of this room, but it was incon- 
siderabie, compared with that done 
elsewhere. The robing-room of the jus- 
tices was practically undamaged. 

It was evident that the fire could not 
be extinguished until the gas from the 
» main was cut off. That this might 
be accemplished, the firemen turned 
two stresms upon the main, choking 
the flow of gas and at the same time 
cooling the pipe. Electrician Gleim, 
braving the intense heat, entered the 


office, the library and the a 


meter-room and shut off the gas at | 


the floor-valve of the main, 
Thromghout the lower central portion 
of the Capitol building, doors, windows 
and fittings in common rooms and 
other apartments are badly damaged. 
Just north of the crypt, an archway al- 
mest over the meter-room was com- 
pletely blown out and masses of ma- 
sonry were hurled to the ceiling with 
such force as to burst the stgne “and 
plaster of the walls above. Pohderots 
pieces were wrenched from their places, 
and throughout the corridors the fres- 
coing on the ceilings and walls of the 


interior were utterly ruined. No dain. | 


age was done to the main foundations 
of the building, as these are of sobid 
masonry, deeply imbedded, and twenty- 
five feet eleven inches thick. 

Among the losses which will be most 
sincerely regretted are those of busts 
of Chief Justice Marshall and other 
‘distinguished members of the Supreme 
Court chamber. In the smoke and ruin 
‘which followed the explosion, these in- 
valuable works of art were either 
badly damaged or wholly destroyed, 
and with their destruction the courtry 
has suffered an irreparable loss. Many 
of them have been treasured as ex- 
hibits in the Supreme Court chamber 
for half a century. 

The Capitol building has been dam- 
aged a number of times before by 
fire. but it is believed that tonight's 
fire will prove to be the most disas- 
trous in the history of the building. 
On two occasions prior to this fires 
have been started by explosions of 
@as. Five years ago great damage 
was done to the same part of the build- 
ing by an explosion of this kind, and 
in 1876 there was en explosion of gas 
which killed two men and came near 
killing another. 

No intelligent estimate of the loss can 
be made at present, but it is probable 
it will reach $200,000 on the building. 
The loss on the record and library can 
scarcely be estimated in dollars and 
cents. A million dolars-could not re- 
place many of them, as no dupticates 
are in existence...

“I have full confidence in the solmen 
promises made by the Congress of 
Washington, and for that reason I do 
not have any fear as to the indepénd- 
ence of Cuba. Some time must elapse 
before our ideal will be realized, but 
after so many struggles and privations, 
we can wait a little longer. 

“The military occupation by the 
United States is to a certain extent 
necessary to prepare and hurry the 
evacuation of the Spanish, and to-bring 
about harmony among the different 
factions jn Cuban politics. During this 
military occupation the republican 
government will be organized. Its de- 
cision will be finally aecepted by afl; 
order will reign everywhere. 

“Those who speak of annexation try 
to satisfy, above all, their spite, pro- 
pagating unfounded fears as to per- 
sonal security and private property. 
The final success of our. struggle has 
required necessary the destruction of 
property which the enemy used to its 
advantage, but we have never at- 
tacked individuals. 

“The struggle against Spain is now 
ended; we commence now a more deli- 
eate and difficult task—namely,' to 
make our republican political system 
triumphant; 
try. .It.is not an easy labor, an 
tribute to it; for that reason [T-eannot 
‘retire now, notwithstanding my 61 


years. 

“Most of the officers and soldiers 
} went into the field. obeying my orders; 
I cannot abandon them until their fu- 
ture is assured. They have lost every- 
thing they had; they have a right to 
some compensation, and above all, to 
their salaries. The new government 
must secure them. Their abandonment 
cannot occur until Spaniards have 
evacuated; my men cannot be aban-, 
doned, without bread or work, to. the 
mercy of their enemies. A solution 
gould be found, perhaps, in the plan 
which the American governmtnt is said 
to have of creating a native civil guard 
formed, in the majority, of Cuban sol- 
diers. This organization would offer 
the advantage of not exposing the 
American troops to the deadly climate 
of the island, and at the same time, the 
| United States would have people who 
knew the country t oroughly. In the 
mean while, and until the evacuation 
occurs, food must be provided for my 

ldiers. 
 The evacuation should be as rapid 
as possible, and afterward everything. 
will be arranged, for the American gov- 
ernment will fulfill its moral pledges 
to us. Some people have tried to make 
us suspicious, so as to bring about 
trouble, but before doubting the good 
faith of the American people, we must 
wait for acts which shall give the lie 
to their solemn pledges. .

“It see to me that—and I think my 
views are shared by many—the United 
States government is dilly-dallying too 
long with Spain over the evacuation 
question. Of course, the problem is a 
difficult one, but the delay is surely 
unnecessary. The United States has 
sent here an assortment of commis- 
sions, each more self-important and 
mysterious than its predecessor, and 
each veiling its operations with a cloud 
of secrecy. So far as my American ex- 
periences really goes, they serve .the 
purpose of obscuring issues and econ- 
cealing very small achievements. 

“Almost nothing has been accom- 
plished. The spirit of jealousy fills not 
only the individual members of all the 
commissions, but also exists between 
the different commissions collectively. 
These rivalries seem to engross. the 
attention of the commission much more 
than the serious questions affecting 
the welfare of Cuba, and the dignity 
and good faith of the United States. 

“First,.we were .told that the date of 
occupation by the United States troops 
would be November 1, then December 
1 was fixed upon, and later we were 
informed that the date for occupation 
would be left indefinite. So far as evac- 
uation is concerned, January 1 was 
named as an ultimatum: but now it 


agreed upon. The fact is, the country 
at large, whether Cuban, foreigner or 
Spaniard, is getting disgusted. The 
people are losing faith and confidence

SALT LAKE, Nov. 6.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] There is new information 
at hand giving an additional reason for 
the activity in this State of the Siouth- 
ern, Pacific, which is having a new 
route to California surveyed. It is to 
secure the new coal supply and vast de- 
posits a few miles southeast of Cedar 
City, which are being sought after by 
the big California corporation, whose 
purpose, it is said, is to build a line 
south through the coal fields to the 
Southern Pacific. 

There is no doubt that the Southern 
Pacific is looking out for more sources 
of coal supply. Two years ago the 
Southern Pacific examined the coal 
supply at Cedar City, and found lignite 
good for steam purposes, but not so 
good for commercial purposes, The 
company went into the matter care- 
fully, but nothing was decided. 

Now it is said to be absolutely neces-. 
sary for the road to have a new coal: 
supply. On the desert east of Mojave, 
alone, the road uses from two thousand 
to three thousand tons a day, and it 
has to be hauled a great distance. It 
is asserted as a positive fact that the 
Southern Pacific is bent on developing 
Cedar City mines and making them a 
source of supply for all its lines in- 
Arizona and Southern California. 

The information of the correspondent 
gives the whole plan in a very plain 
way. The new line is being surveyed 
as heretofore told, but below St. George 
the read will follow the Virgin River 
straight down to the Colorado River, 
from which point the Southern Pacific 
steamer line will be utilized. For the | 
present temporary connection will be 
made to a point on the river as far 
north as boats can be navigated, and 
coal will be loaded there, to be shot 
down the rapids to Yuma,

WE MUST FIGHT AGAIN. 


CONFLICT WITH FILIPINOS SEDMS. 
TO BE UNAVOIDABLE. 


The Islanders are Taking Great In-: 
terest in the Peace Work in 
Paris — Gilt-whistle Aguinaldo 
Condescends to Bluff—He Avows 
a Parpoese to Make the Islands 
Independent. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The news this morning from 
Manila shows the greatest interest 
manifested among all parties in the de- 
velopments of the Paris peace negotia- 
tions. Only brief dispatches are re- 
ceived there, but the indications from 
Washington are that the annexation 
of the entire Philippine group, as ccn- 
templated, is satisfactory to all classes 
of business men. 

The insurgents are watching the sit- 
uation with anxious concern. Many 
influential leaders heartily favor an- 
nexation. A considerable faction, how- 
ever, opposes anything further than a 
protectorate, and Aguinaldo favors 
this faction. A few days ago Aguinaldo 
said to an Englishman who went to 
Malolos to see the dictator: ‘We have 
fought always fer our independence, 
and we will always fight for it until 
our last man is dead.” This undoubt- 
edy was largely bluff. It indicates, 
however, Aguinaldo’s increasing self- 
esteem and also his increasing unwill- 
ingness to surrender his present royal 
style of living, which surrender, he 
recognizes, would be a necessary con- 
comitant of annexation. 

The best students ef the complex 
Filipino character are steadily becom- 
| ing more convinced that-a conflict with 
the insurgents is ultimately unavoid- 
able. The Filipinos are apparently un- 
able to understand decent treatment, 
and many,natives actually believe the 
Americans are afraid of them. 

POOR SERVICE, 

Much dissatisfaction is reported as 
existing in the army at Manila over 
the indifferent mail service between the 
‘United States and that point. It is be- 
lieved there that the postoffice people 
at Washington do not know how much 
more eagerly these soldiers, 10,000 miles 
from home, long for their letters, than 
do the troops in Cuba or Porto Rico, 
where quick service is possible.

There is no difficulty in getting mail 
from Hongkong. It is charged that the 
delay between Hongkong and _ the 
United States is entirely due to the in- 
difference of the postal officials. Mails 
which could arrive in four weeks 
usually takes six, and even then there 
is no assurance of regularity. Officers 
say the delay in service increases the 
homesickness among the men, which 
tends to increase the hospital rolls, nos- 
talgia naturally retarding convales- 
cense. 

SELLING NATIVES ARMS. 

A party of Americans in Manila have 
been ‘selling arms to Aguinaldo, but 
their operations were stopped by the 
arrest Saturday last of their ringleader, 
aman named Grimes. The latter de- 
livered the arms, which were brought 
by the steamer Abby, which vessel was 
seized by Dewey just after the arms 
had been landed. The gang had orders 
from the insurgents and were prepar- 
ing to bring a large consignment of 
arms, including several Maxim guns, 
when an end was put to their game. 
Dewey sent the Charleston and Con- 
cord to Lloilo last Thursday to observe 
the situation in the Vizcaya Islands. 
The Spanish transport Buenos Ayres 
will sail today for Spain, taking sev- 
eral hundred Spaniards home. — 

RUSSIA’S BIG CANAL. 7 

An immense ship canal -has been 
projected by the Russian government 
to be constructed from Riga on the Bal-. 
tic to Odessa on the Black Sea. It is 
to accommodate the largest battleships. 
The entire length will be about 1000 
miles, but by utilizing the natural 
waterways only about 150 miles will 
have to ‘be excavated, and there will 
be corhparatively little dredging of riv- 
ers. The canal is to be 213 feet wide 
at the surface and 29% feet deep. It 
will require five years to complete, and 
will cost $155,000,000. The most direct 
interest in the enterprise for America 
pis the fact that the waterway will 
open a quick and cheap route for 
transportation to the wheat-growers 
and petroleum producers of Russia. 

SPAIN’S IMPERTINENT CLAIM. 

The Spanish reply submitted to the 
American Peace Commissioners Friday 
contains a demand for damages for the 
hostile occupation of Manila and the 
retention of Spanish prisoners’ there 
after the signing of the protocol. This 
claim appears to be distinctly imperti- 
nent. but Spain enters into’an elabor- 
ate argument to support her conten- 
tion, which is based on her interpre- 
tation of the international law. Ac- 
cording. to the Spanish line of reason- 
ing, the American forces should have 
withdrawn from Manila and given up 
the prisoners. The Spanish forces would 
then have invited the American troops 
to a friendly occupation of the city, 
the Spaniards withdrawing and devot- 
ing themselves to the subjugation of 
the rebellion in other parts of the isl- 
ands, where the Americans were nowise 
concerned.

REBELS CONTROL LUZON. 

Maj. Simpson of Gen. Merritt’s staff, 
who has just returned to Washington 
from Manila, says there is a distinct 
sentiment among the United States 
troops that there may be more trouble, 
and more troops may be needed. Aguin- 
aldo’s force is reckoned at about thirty 
thousand, and Maj. Simpson freely ad- 
mits that the rebels are in control of 
the island of Luzon. To complicate the 
situation, the priests are now intriguing 
to make the rebels discontented with 
Aguinaldo and to set up another in- 
surgent chief. 

VENEZUELAN ARBITRATION. 

The Russian Official Gazette of St. 
Petersburg reports progress in the 
Venezuelan arbitration under Prof. 
Martine. Both Great Britain and 
Venezuela must furnish 
final conclusions or printed argumen 
by December. This will close the pre- 
liminary stage. 

BRITAIN’S WAR. PREPARATIONS. 

It is stated in a London special to 
the Times that news of important and 
significant military ‘mobilization has 
beeen received there, but, owing to a 
previous privately-circulated request 
of the War Office not to mention any 
matters connected with the army mobi- 
lization, probably no newspaper in 
London wil] publish it. |. Meanwhile 
naval preparations are proceeding un- 
abated. Work was resumed at Devon- 
port at midnight last night. Examples 
of the scale on which stores are or- 
dered are as follows: Two million 
pounds of cocoa, 1,500,000 pounds of 
‘pisquits,’ 160,000 gallons of rum. Even 
litttle gunboats like the Pincher and 
Blazer have been docked for over- 
hauling: A rumor, not without prote- 
bility, is circulated that British au- 
thorities would regard any reinforce- 
ments dispatched to French colonies 
as a final danger signal, compelling 
definite action. It ¥s reported from 
Dover that the French northern_squad- 
ron is about to leave Brest for a 
cruise. 

MARRIAGE POSTPONED. ,

THREE MORE VICTIMS FOUND IN 
WONDERLAND’S RUINS, 


Death List of the Detroit Disaster 
Now Raised to Eleven — Three 
Bodies Still Unrecovered — The 
Steel Work Too Light. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT,] 

DETROIT (Mich.,) Nov. 6.—Three 
more victims were today dug from the 
ruins of the new Wonderland building, 
which collapsed yesterday afternoon. 
This makes the death list so far eleven, 
The bodies recovered today were identj- 
fied as Peter Pfeiffle, carpenter; Frank 
Wolf, tinner, and Max Pett, who was 
Wolf's helper. 

All the injured at the hospital are 
today reported as improving excepting 
¥Kdward Fischer, who is expected to die. 
A mass-meeting of representative citi- 
zens was held at noon in the Mayor's 
office, and over $1000 was subscribed for 
the relief of the families of the people 
who were killed. The loss on the prop- 
erty was estimated today for the first 
time. It is believed that $102,000 will 
entirely cover it. What caused the 
catastrophe is still unknown, and prob- 
ably will be until the Coroner’s inquest 
next week. A prominent local archi- 
tect in an interview today stated that 
he did not believe in the theory that 
the steel work was faulty, but said he 
did believe that it was not heavy 
enough. 

All three bodies discovered today 
were in the center of “the building, 
buried under -tons“of debris. Frank 
Wolf was found strangled to death by 
a heavy steel girder, which lay across 
his throat, being otherwise uninjured. 
Both the other bodies were frightfuily 
mangled.

DEATHLY CALM. 


Chance for Somebody to Get Hur¢ 
Later at Wilmington. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
ATLANTA (Ga.,) Nov. 6.—A special

N. C., says: 
“While no clash has occurred today, 
rowdyism prevailed which came near 
precipitating a conflict last night, and 
there pervades in the community an air 
of suppressed excitement and appar- 
ently deathly calm, such as soldiers 
Say precedes a fearful hattle.

RAILROAD SHOPS AFLAME. 


State Capital Burned. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SACRAMENTO, Nov. 7, 2 a.m.—The 

most disastrous fire that has ever at- 
tacked the railroad shops in this city 
is now in progress. It started in the 


- Southern Pacific car and machine shop 


about 1:15 a.m., in the center of the 


. great group of large and costly build- 


ings, and, fanned by a stiff northwest 
wind, destroyed the building and its 
costly machinery in less than half an 
hour. 
It next attacked the big saw and 
planing mill and cabinet shop, filled 
with seasoned lumber of all kinds, and 
in a few minutes the whole interior of 
the splendid brick structure was a 
raging furnace. 

The blacksmith shop was next threat- 
ened, and hundreds of the railroad em- 
ployés are now engaged in fighting the 
flames, and are in hopes of getting then’ 
under control. The damage will amount 
to a very large sum, as much costly 
machinery and fine lumber is destroyed. 


FLAMES IN A TUNNEL. 


Trains Held Up by Fire Between 
Summit and Truckee. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SACRAMENTO, Nov. 6.—A very dis- 
astrous fire occurred thig afternoon at 
tunnel 13 on the Central Pacific Rail- 
road between the Summit and Truckee. 
The fire started about 600 feet from the 
eastern end of the tunnel and burned 
all the snowshed up to the tunnel. It 
“then attacked the tunnel timbers and 
burned hrough the entire length of the 
tunnel, 900 feet. Fire trains were 
promptly sent from Truckee, and Sum- 
mit, but they-could not enter the tun- 
nel. That from Truckee could only 
prevent the fire from spreading in that 
direction, while that from Summit pre- 
vented the fire from spreading at the 
west end. 
Teh tunnel, itself, was filled with 
smoke and gases, so that no one could 
enter it. Superintendent Wright has 
sent a big force of mechanics to repair 
the damage, but the condition of the 
tunnel is not yet known. If the tim- 
bers are only partially burned, and 
there has been no caving of the earth, 
trains may get through within twenty- 
four hours. Meantime passengers, mail, 
baggage and express matter will be 
‘transferred over the tunnel, where cars 
‘will receive them. 

SOLDIERS OF . FORTUNE. 
‘Phree Weeks’ Picnic as the Korean 
Emperor’s Bodyguard.” 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SPATTLE (Wash.,) Nov. 6.—[{Exclu- 
give Dispatch.] Thirty European sol- 
diers of fortune, who were sent to 
‘Korea scme time ago to act as a body- 
guard to the Emperor and incidentally 
to assassinate some of his political 
‘eneniies. have been deposed from their 
three weeks’ public picnic at Seoul. 
They came back richer by $840 than 
when they went, and are now at 


Shanghai, Yokohama and Hongkong. 


‘There were five Americans in this 
now famous bodyguard, and one of 
them gave the following story of his 
experiences on returning to Shanghai: 

“As soon as we landed, we could 
see that we were to be unpopular. The 
Emperor had been poisoned the night 
pefore our arrival, or we would have 
marched straight into the palace. As 
it was. the Independence Club was in 
power, and we saw nothing but the 
outer Is. 

“Gen. Greathouse, who brought us 
there. did his best to see the Emperor, 
but failed. His Majesty was kept 
close prisoner. This Independence Club 
is composed principally of ex-office-

holders. \They said they could protect’ 


their ruler with their own soldiers, and: 
that our services were not needed. 
They did not believe the Emperor's 
protection was the only use to which 
we were to be put. They rightly 
guessed they could no longer obtain 
the Emperor’s signature to whatever 
they, wished by standing over him 
with a drawn sword if we were in the 
palace, 

“While we were in Seoul, the Em- 
peror’s successor arrived from Japan.

We held out for ayyear’s pay, 
and finalHy our demands woe granted 
when we left. The recent attempt on 
the Emperor's life will not be the last 


one.”

Field Columbian Museum Party 
Makes a Discovery. — 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SEATTLE (Wash.,) Nov. 6.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] As the result of three 
months’ work by a party from. the 
Field Columbian Museum, headed by 
Prof. D. C. Elliott, a new species of 
elk has been found in the Olympic 
Mountains and named the Roosevelt 
elk, in honor of the hero of the Rough 
Riders. They were found by a hunt- 
ing party of three, who penetrated the 
roughest and most inacessible moun- 
tain region in the world by leaving be- 
hind even blankets, and living on con- 

densed foods. 

The elk are entirely different from 
those found in the Rocky Mountains or 
Alaska. Their antlers are of enor- 
mous size, several being found which 
measured nearly sixty inches from the 
outer prongs. There are only a few of 
them and in a country that will hold 
them safe for many years. The party 
found many wonderful zodlogical speci- 
mens, which will be sent to Chicago.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The gov- 
ernment of Cuba has given the almin- 
istration much concern, and its furm is 
not yet definitely determined upon. 
Since issuing the order design the 
troops to go to Cuba, there has been 
considerable talk at the War Depart- 
ment about the probable commander 
of the troops in Cuba, and the organ- 
ization of a government, civil and 
military. The probabilities now are that 
Cuba will be designated as one de- 
partment and placed under the com- 
mand of one officer. The general impres- 
sion seems to be that the officer will 
be Maj.-Gen. Wade, now chairman of 
the Cuban military commission, whose 
duties as a member of this commission 
has fitted him for the office. = 

The President and Secretary Alger 
have great confidehce in Gen. Wade, 
and believe he combines the military 
and civil qualities necessary for the su- 
preme command in Cuba when our oc- 
cupation is complete. There has been 


-an intimation that Gen. Brooke, who 


has been in command in Porto Rico, 
might be selected for command in Cuca, 
but such is not the present intention. 
Gen. Brooke, who ranks all the major- 
generals in the volunteer service, com- 
mands only about 6000 troops in Porto 
Rico, less than some brigadier-gener- 
als who are in command of divisions, 
and muéh less than several generals 
in command of corps. It is g°nevally 
understood that Gen. Brooke does not 
care to remain any longer in Porto 
Rico than the department actually 
thinks his services are required. There 
has been some suggestion that Gen. 
Merritt might return and take com- 
mand in Cuba, but the administration 
thinks the selection of Gen. Wade 
would be better. Gen. Wade ranks all 
the volunteer major-generals now in 
service, and would rank Gen. 
Lee in command of the Seventh Corps, 
although the latter would be in actual! 
command of the district of Havana. It 
is nossible that the Department, of 
Cuba will be divided into districts, some 
of greater and some of: !ess import- 
ance. The districts would he Havana, 
Santiago and Cienfuegos, It :s pussible 
that each province will be designated 
as a district. The command of the 
Second -Corps is still unsettled. . Gen. 
Lawton was at one time seiected for 
the place, but it was found that two 
Officers, at least, ranked him, and this 
proved rather unsatisfactory.

Organization.

night there was organized a society, 
which aims to be for the soldiers who 
enlisted for the Spanish-American war 
what the Grand Army of the Republic 
had been to the Federal army of the 
civil war. 

“The Service Men of the Spanish 
War,” is the title of the society, and 
the plan of organization was conceived 
by Capt. Wilson I. Devanny, chief of 
subsistence of the First Brigade, Second 
Division, First Army Corps. Articles 
of incorporation have been drafted by 
Capt. J. Davenny, Col. R. W. Lord, 
Twelfth New York; Col. George W. 
Gunder, One Hundred and €ixtieth In- 
diana: Col. Thomas J. Smith, Third 
Kentucky; Col. William H. Pew, 
Eighth Massachusetts; Col. William H. 
Caffee, Second Missouri; Lieut.-Col. R. 
W. Banks, Third Mississippi. This, the 
primal chapter, has been named Henry 
Clay Camp, No. 1. The following of- 
ficers were elected: Commander, Col. 
Leonard; Vice-Commander, Lieut.-Col. 
Banks; Adjutant-General and Chief of 
Staff, Capt. Davenny; Treasurer, Col. 
Gunder. A ritual and regulations will] 
be drafted. 

The plan of organization provides 
that the parent organization, Henry 
Clay Camp, No. 1, shall be supreme 
in all matters pertaining to the ritual 
and regulations, organization of new 
camps and the general government of 
the society until a national camp is 
organized. 

‘The units of organization will be 
the local camps, each to be named after 
some deceased American soldier, 
sailor or statesman, and numbered in 
the order of their formation. Each 
local cump shall elect two representa- 
tives to a State camp, and one of 
these representatives shall be desig- 
nated to attend a national camp. 
Charters tor local camps shall be is- 
sued by the commander and adjutant 
of the parent camp until a national 
encampment is fully organized and 
provided with headquarters for its of- 
ficers. 

The charter fee at the outset is fixed 
at $20 for local camps. The § funds 
accruing to the parent or to the na- 
tional camp as its successor from 
charter fees. etc., shall be used to de- 
fray the expenses of the administra- 
tion. Local camps are permitted to 
provide for benefits for needs of 
worthy members, if it is deemed ad- 
visable.

CYCLING, 


[ Western Sports:] Many of the San 
Frencisco houses have already received 


new season are being actively com- 
menced. From present indications the 
bicycle business of 1899 promises to be 
all that could possibly be desired, es- 
pecially so far as the Pacific Coast is 
concerned. The chief feature of the 
new models is the 30-inch wheel that 
will be used. All makers using the 80- 
inch wheel will make it optional with 
the purchaser as regards the diameter 
of the wheels desired. During the past 
season eastern racing men, especially 
those in the middle distance mame, have 
been using 26-inch wheels in front and 
28-inch wheels in the rear, the claim 
being made that it is easier to follow 
pace with a machine of this sort than. 
any other. Tires will remain about the 
same, although the single tube prom- 
ises to be more generally used than 
ever before. Other changes are slight, 
except where 30-inch wheels are used, 
in which case the head is shortened ma- 
terially and the crank hanger dropped 
more. 

What will probably cause a decided 
sensation in trade circles is the an- 
nouncement of the 1899 prices of Co- 
lumbia bicycles. For 1899, the chainless 
will be sold at $75, whereas in 1898 it 
sold for $125. The regular standard Co- 
lumbia roadster, which sold this year at 
$75, will hereafter be sold for $50, while 
model 49, the popular low frame with 
dropped crank hanger, which has also 
sold for $75, will be retailed for $40 in 
the future. The Columbia tandem will 
now sell at $75, while the Hartford mod- 
els will be sold at $35, and Vedettes at 
$25 and $26. 

Arthur Gardiner, champion cycler of 
the year in the estimation of the pub- 
lic, denies the suggestion that he in- 
tends to desert the outlaw riders and 
return to the fold of the L.A.W. The 
story, Gardiner says, originated over 
the trouble at St. Louis, when “Tim 
Hurst announced Sunday events and 
told the men that they must ride or 
lose the money. It was asgreed that 
four of the men should ride and get 
the stake. They did, but Gardiner was 
not one of them. He says, however, 
that he approved. the action of the 
four, as did all the men who did not 
ride. Gardiner is enthusiastic over the 
prospects of the new organization, and 
says that none of the riders, aside from 
Maj. Taylor, will compete again under 
the rules laid down by Chairman Mott. 
Gardiner will remain in Chicago until 
the last of November, and then go to 
New York to give some exhibitions in 
the six-day race.

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IMPROVED PRICES ARE HELPING 
TO ENCOURAGE PRODUCTION. 


A New Theory—The Santa Fe Sinking | 
an New Well—Improvements at 
Coolinga—Santa Barbara's Beach 
Wells—Torrey Canon—Geological 
Survey. 

The all-round improvement in prices 
for crude petroleum has had a stiru- 
lating, influence in ail of! fields cf 
Southern California, From Santa Bar- 
bara, Ventura and Orange? counties, and 
from our own local ticld« some reports 
of new strikes, showing that the wl is 
in the ground, and can be prodneed if 
the price paid for it 's sullicient to cive 
producers fair reivurn on. their 
investment. Al it be added that 
these latter have acquired wicacem 
within the last two years, they having 
discovered that it is not wise to pro- 


duce more of an article than the mar- 
ket can absor’, nor, having done so, is 
it any part of wisdom te let consuners 
have it at any price they choose to 
offer for it.. It is possible that among 
the producers are some who may still 
have a few wisdom teeth to cut, but if 
they live lomr enouch the teeth will 
come through all right, although the 
coming may prove a little painful. 

In the central and western portions 
of the Los Angeles field something over 
forty new wells have been put down, 
or are in process of being put down, 
within the last thirty days. Of these 
ebout thirty are in the old central 
field, and the remainder principaily in 
the western fleld. While they are not 
all producing there are some, among 
the deeper ones, that are producing 
more than sufficient to pay running ex- 
penses, and in several cases there is 
some ev:dence to show that with 
greater depth there will be mreater pro- 
duction, Prices continue steady at 80 
cents, and over, in the field, equal to 
about 87 cents a barrel at the storage 
tanks. It is reported that the Oll Pro- 
ducers’ Trustees received an. average 
of 95 cents a barrel for what they sold 
last month (October,) which, after pay- 
ing all expenses, will nét-the-producers 
about 80 cents a barrel. If the tfustees 
official statement substantiates that re- 
port, it will be the highest amount. yet 
received by the trust producers for 
their oil. x 

As compared with September the pro- 
duction during Octgber held well up, 
the average being about 2300 barrels a 
day. If to the value of the oil, figured 
at current prices, be added the amount 
expended for wages, hauling and other 
expenses, the oil industry of the Los 
Angeles field represents at the present 
time a business of #110,000 a month, or, 
a million and a 
quarter dollars a year. i 

A new theory is now being advanced 


tween, Temple and Court streets, west 
of Figueroa. It was in that district, 
not far from Belmont avenue, where 
the first green oil was struck, and 
there only in very limited quantities 
for the reason Pherae of water 
was so great as toaiscourage drillers. 
It is now held by some that if drillers 
would go through that water sand they 
would find green oil in abundance he- 
low. Whether those who hold to this 


their own account cannot be here defi- 
nitely stated, but they think it is a 
good thing anyway to advance the 
theory that oil men may have an op- 
portunity to discuss it. Some believe 
that if drillers went down with a large 
hole the water could be overcome. 

The Santa Fé Railway Company 
commenced last Friday sinking a new 
well on their oil territory near Fuller- 
ton. This well will be No. 11. In this 
one they have started out with a 14- 
inch casing, the determination being 
not to stop until they are down 1200 
feet. By that is, of course, meant that 
thev do not encounter oil this side of 
that depth in sufficient quantity to 
ecmpel them stop sinking. But even 
in that case, as stated at the general 
offices in this city, they will continue 
on down to 1200 feet just as soon as 
any oil encountered on the way down 
has been pumped out. Their deepest 
well in that territory, to the present 
time, is only 940 feet. In this new well, 
No. ll, they expect to strike the oil 
sand at a depth of from 700 to 800 
feet. but the present intention is to 
go through that, in the belief that be- 
low they will find oil in greater abun- 
dance. If this theory should prove cor- 
rect. it will mark a new era _ in oil 
production in Orange county, and en- 
courage there, as elsewhere, deeper 
sinking,. 

Mention was made in this column 
last week that. owing to the want of 
capacity of the pipe line in the Coalinga 
cil field the tanks were rapidly filling 
up, the yield being 500 barrels a day 
in excess of what the pipe line could 
carry. It is now learned that the 
Union Oil Company, to which this pipe 
line belongs, has agreed to put in a 


pressure pump to force the flow through | 


the pipe. The normal capacity of the 
pine line is 1000 barrels a day, and it 
is estimated that under pump pressure 
it can be increased to 2000 barrels a 
day. This, for the time being, will 
be entirely satisfactory to the Coalinga 
people, as it will enable them to mar- 
ket their production, and do away 
with the necessity of providing tank- 
age in the field for the surplus they 
would otherwise have. Three wells 
were shut down in the Coalinga dis- 
trict last week, the object being not 
to have a production in excess of re- 
auirements. Those Coalinga folks are 
wise in their generation. 

Reports received from Santa  Bar- 
bara county are of the most encourag- 
ing character, especially in regard to 
the new beach wells at Summerland. 
In one of the Treadwell wells at that 
place a “gusher’’ has been struck, and 
which, after its first burst, has settled 
down to a thirty-barrel well. All of 
these beach wells are reported doing 
finely, five of them yielding an aver- 
age total of 150 barrels a day. 

In Torrey Cafion, Ventura county, 
the Union Oil Company have thirty- 
six wells. twenty-eight of which they 
are pumping. The first of these. wells 
in that cafion were not sunk to a 
greater depth than 800 feet, but some 
of the later wells there have been put 
down 1800 feet, with good results. The 
company, therefore, decided to bore 
the old wells deeper, and in two 
cases, where that was done, the vield 
is reported to be more than double 
what it was at the shallower depth: 
The Santa Paula Chronicle, in a re- 
port on the output~of oll from the 
Torrey Cafion, says that it is at the 
present time about 15,000 barrels a 
month. Forty men are employed. The 
oil gravitates through the Union com- 
pany’s pipe line to the storage tanks 
at Santa Paula, and from them to the 
wharf at Ventura, where it is run into 
the tank steamer, which takes it to 
San Francisco. to be refined. The Tor- 
rey camp is the largest one belonging 
to the Union Gil Company in Ventura 
county. 

The last report of the director of the 
geological survey of the’ United States 
furnishes some interesting information 
of the production of crude petroleum 
for the year 1897. The total production 
of the United States is given at 60,- 
568.080 barrels, a decrease of 392,000 
barrels as compared with the produc- 
tion of 1896. Of this total quantity the 
yield of the Appalachian field repre- 
sents more than one-half, it being 35,- 
229.949 barrels. In this latter, New York 
State, which is not generally known as 
an oil-producing State, figures for 1,- 
205,220 barrels. 

California's production for the year 
in question (1897,) is given at 1,903,411 
barrels. Here, at least, is something 


crude petroleum in Los Angeles county 
alone in 1897 was Nearly two-thirds of 
the quantity credited to all California. 
Or, to get into figures: The yeld of the 
Los Angeles oil fields during 1897 aver- 
aged throughout the year 3500 barréis 
a day, which would give 1,277,500 barrels 
for the year. If to that be added the 
vield of Santa Barbara, Ventura, Ore- 
ange and other counties in California, it 
will be readily seen that the amount 
reported by the geological survey is a 
long way from exact facts. It would 
be interesting to know from what 


‘source the geological survey obtained 


its information. 


OIL EXPLOSION. 


Small Fire Occars at the Cadahy 
Packing Establishment. 

The fire department was called out 
at 10:30 o’clock last night by a tele- 
phone alarm from the Cudahy pack- 
ing establishment at Macy street and 
the river. A blaze had started in the 
oilhouse, a small building apart from — 
the main works. It was easily extin- 
guished. 

T. F. Miller, the engineer at Cuda- 
hy's, carried a lamp into the building 
to get some oil. The room was stored 
with gasoline and benzine, and the gas 
caught fire from the lamp and exploded, 
Miller’s right hand was slichtly burned. 
The fire did not reach the bulk of the 
oil, and the damage done was trifling. 


A PRIVATE’S MEMOIRS. 


Wherein an Incident of the Charge 
Lp San Juan Hill is Teld. 


[Denver Post:] When my regiment 
ranks up for its last fight—when the 
grass is about to become all bloody 
from us—when we are looking down 
the main street of the city of death— 
when we are s9 close that we can 
count the bricks in the devil's houre, We 
want to he brigaded with the Twentye- 
fourth Infantry and the Tenth Cavalry, 
while the Twenty-fifth Infantry and 
the Ninth Cavalry are scampering up 
in support. We learned this in San- 
tiazgo, anc it is the true word. The 
four regiments of negroes carried off 
as much. or maybe more, honor than 
anv other four regiments. If I may 
be allowed to say so, I should remark 
that they do not go into a fight with 
perfect grace. i saw the Twenty-fifth 
coming up at San Juan on-—-I think— 
the morning of the 2d of July, and, 
although they came ahead in double 
time they were plainly overe 
nervous about the bullets that were 
singing above them. A fellow who saw 
three troops of the Ninth Cavalry mov- 
ing out to support the Rough Riders in 
that first fight, said that the men im- 
pressed him in that same way. They 
were- hard to get started. They went 
into battle worried and nervous, 
centrating their thoughts too much 
upon the idea of getting shot. But 
when they once get in it they make 
things whirl. They forget about every- 
thing but fighting. 

One of our officers went up to som 
officers of a colored regiment after the 
San Juan fight and said: “Well, my 
hands are up. I hereby beg everybody's 
pardon. I remember what we used to 
sav at the Point about any such 
calamity as being ordered to @ black 
regiment, and I know how we've pitied 
you chaps afterward, but—I take my. 
hat off. You certainly and most as- 
surediy are it.’’ 

An officer of the Ninth Cavalry was 
not so’ very far from being deeply af- 
fected when he was telling our lieuten- 
ant of the behavior of the men when 
lying down under fire before the charge 
on the hill. They were ordered not to 
fire a shot, and so, within easy range 
of the Spaniards, they were compelled 
to lie for almost two hours, while at 
recular intervals some trooper 
sauirmed in the grass, strack in the 
head or a shoulder. 

It was an utterly heart-breaking 
game, this prolonged inactivity in the 
face of such a furious fire from the 
Spanish trenches. Two hours is simply 
eternity! 

From time to time a trooper would 
raise his head eagerly. “I see a Span- 
iard, cap’n. Can’t I shoot, cap’n. can’t 
T shoot?’ > 

The answer was short, but complete, 
“No.” The trooper would subside, and 
there would be silence save for the 
noise of wounded men: then at last 
another trooper would pipe up. “I see 
a bunch of em, cap’n. Can't I shoot, 
cap’n?” 

“No, damn you; no!” 

Dejection and long silence. ' 

“There goes two, sir. Kin—*” ~ | 

“Confound you; shut up! No!”. 

These infrequent and timid requests 
were continued until the men were Ofe 
dered to charge. 

Now it happened that we stood al- 
most the same thing—as did many ‘an- 
other regiment—but what an undertone 
of grumbling! “Say, this as a heluva 
note!” “Aw, ——, this makes me 
sick!’ “This ain’t soldiering! This is 
playin’ pigeon!”

fShose who are interested in the 
preservation of the. forests were 
sorry to. learn, recently, that Col. B. 
F. Allen had been directed by the 
General Land Office at Washington to 
leave this section and take charge 
of the forest reservations in _ the 
northern part of the State. Col. Al- 
len informs Tue Times that he has 
just received a dispatch from _ the 
Commissioner of the General Land 
Office, revoking the order and plac- 
ing him in charge of the forest re- 
serves of Southern California, with 
headquarters in Los Angeles, while 
Superintendent Newhall is given 
charge of the northern reserves. The 
territory under charge of Col. Allen 
will include the San Gabriel, San Ber- 
nardino, San Jacinto, Trabuco, -Pine 
Mountain and Zaca Lake reservations. 
This is good news for Southern Cali- 
fornia, because Col. Alien has shown 
himself to be a man who is thor- 
oughly qualified for the position, tak- 
ing an active and intelligent interest 
in the important ‘charge that has been 
confided to him. "ee 

Col. Allen judges, from official let- 
ters he has recently received from 
Washington, that the commissioner 
intends to do everything possible to 
protect the reserves from fire, to ex- 
clude sheep and to improve the _man- 
agement generally. In this“ connec- 
tion, we may expect to receive some 
assistance from Webster Davis, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior, who 
has been visiting Los Angeles. Gen. 
Forman, the president of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, had a long talk 
with Mr. Davis on the subject of the 
forest reservations of Southern Cali- 
fornia, and explained to him the dif- 
ficulties under which we labor in 
combatting forest fires, the country 
being so rough and covered with. 
brush, which is not the case in east- 
ern forests. All this was new to Mr. 
Davis, who expressed pleasure at hav-. 
ing the matter explained to him, and 
promised to do all in his power to 
help us. It should not be so difficult 
a matter to protect these forest reser- 
vations from the fires which have been 
sweeping over them every summer, 
provided the work is gone about in 
a practical and businesslike manner. 
It will cost some money, but every 
dollar so expended will be returned 
a hundredfold, not merely in the sav- 
ing of timber, but in the protection 
afforded to the agricultural sections 
of the valleys, which depend so much 
for their prosperity on the mountain 
water supply. There are only a lim- 
ited number of trails into the moun- 
tains. During the dry season a guard 
should be stationed at the entrance 
of each of these trails, to take the 
hames of parties who go into the 
mountains, warning them about camp 
fires and giving them directions us 
to stopping places. The sheep ques- 
tion is still more easy to regulate, 
providing the agente do their duty. 
In setting aside these reservations, | 
the Federal government has assumed 
the obligation of protecting them, and 
we should see that this obligation ts.

“Workers should see to it that their 
carriages are kept busy all day. This 
can be done by starting at about 9 or 
10 o’clock, checking off those who hav

not voted, and making out the name 
on slips, with the business address and 
voting number. This you can place in 
the hands of the driver, or one of your 
aides, for his information, and while 
the carriage is away prepare another 
set for the same purpose, and so on 
throughout the day. 

“The law provides that employés may 
absent themselves from work for two 
consecutive hours for the purpose of, 
voting, and forbids the employer 
making any deduction from.their wages 
for the time thus spent. 

“Voters cannot stay in the voting 
booth longer than ten minutes, and not 
more than one person is permitted to 
or any one booth at the same 
time. 

“Any person may vote whose name 
was upon the Great Register twenty- 
seven days prior to the election, and 
who has resided in the State one year, 
in the county ninety days, and in the 
election precinct in which he claims 


his vote thirty days next. preceding 


the election. 

“A person who has changed his resi- 
dence from one precinct to another 
within thirty days next preceding the 
day of election is not entitled to vote 
in any precinct; he loses his vote. 
“Section 1252 provides that the can- 
vass of votes must be public and in 
the presence of bystanders. It is the 
opinion of our Law Committee that 
immediately after the polls are closed 
the guard rails shall be removed, or 


guard rail, thereby affording them 
every facility to watch the’actual can- 
vass of votes consistent with the con- 
venience of the officers doing the work. 

‘‘No person shall do any electioneer- 
ing on election day within one hundred 
feet of any polling place. No person 
shall show his ballot after it is marked 
to any person in such a way as to re- 
veal the contents thereof. 

“Tt shall be the Guty of the ballot 
clerk whenever he delivers a ballot to 
any voter to then orally distinctly 
state to him so that it may. be heard 


by the bystanders, that he must mark 


the ballot with the stamp provided by 
law, or it will not be counted. 
“Any voter who spoils a_ ballot 
shall return it to the ballot clerk and 
receive another one; but not more than 


three in all.

That he has not been a natu- 
ralized citizen of the United States for 
ninety days prior to the election. 

(4.) That he has not resided within 
the county for ninety days preceding 
the election. 

That he has not resided within 
the precinct for thirty days next pre- 
ceding the election. 

(6.) That he has

(7.) That he has been convicted of 
an infamous crime. 

(8.) That he has been convicted of 
embezzlement or misappropriation of 
public money. (Sec. 1230 Pol. Code.) 

The person challenged is then sworn 
to deny the ground of challenge. Any 
person refusing to take the oath, or to 
answer questions proposed by the elec- 
tion offer, shall not vote. (Sec. 1238, 
Pol. Code.)

The above improvements were much 
needed at botheinstitutions, The water 
on the land bought in 1897 enabled the 
arm to carry seventy-five cows 
through the “iry season, without buy- 
ing feed. Within sixty days 100 
inches of water has been developed on 
this land at a cost not to exceed $2500. 
The farm has for more than a year 
sent over $200 worth of milk each 
month to the hospital. The farm now 
has Iand and water enough to grow 
feed for 100 cows, and will soon supply 
the hospital with everything it needs 
that a farm can produce. 

The charge made by Burns that 
Field drew more mileage during 1897 
than he was entitled to, is equally un- 
founded. ‘The law allows each Super- 
visor mileage to the amount of $500 
per annum. The | 
books show that Field’s bills for mile- 
age during the year 1897 reached a 
total of $509.95, but that he refunded 
the surplus, $9.95, which had been paid 
to him by mistake. That this over- 
payment was through no fault or in- 
tention of Mr. Field is evidenced by 
the following statement the 
County Auditor: 

“When Mr. Field inquired at this of- 
fice the latter part of December, 1897, 
for statement of amount drawn to that 
date. an error was made of $10 in the 
amount. The error was afterward dis- 
covered. and on Mr. Field’s attention 
beine called to it, he returned the 
amount to the county treasury as per 
receipt noted above and which is on 
file in this office, and a discharge was 
given him from said liability.

SORRY HE | HE SPOKE. 


Postmaster Surprised by 
His Own Frankness. 
Postmaster Mathews, seeing his own 
words in cold type, .is surprised to see 
how plainly he talked, as many a man 
has been under similar circumstances, 


_and repenting of his unguarded candor, 


he writes this letter, explaining that 
he did not mean to be quite so positive 
in his remarks: 

“To the Editor of The Times: I am 
guoted in the Sunday issue of your 
paper as having scored D. C. Morrison, 
City Justice, as being an improper per- 


- gon to administer justice, unworthy the 


confidence of the community, and that 
his character is generally obnoxious. In 
this connection permit me to say that 
your reporter called for postoffice news, 
as is the custom, at which time I was 
reading newspaper criticisms upon the 
candidates for office in the coming 
election. I was asked what news there 
was in the office, and said none. What 
was the political outlook? My reply 
was that I took no active part in poli- 
tics. neither was the same discussed 
in this office by any of the employés, 
and mentioned incidentally how papers 
could make or break in a manner a 
candidate, and said in substance, if the 
character of Justice Morrison was as 
auoted by the papers, he was unworthy 
the office and suffrages of the people. 
If I gave the reporter the impression, 
as it seems I did, that of my own 
knowledge, etc., Justice Morrison was 
unworthy of the votes of the people, If 
did not so intend it, as I never sew 
Justice Morrison in my life, neither 
have I had any business in his court 
or any reason to in any wise reflect 
against his character. The conversation 
between myggif and the reporter was 
of a conversational nature, and not in. 
tended for publication whatever. Those 
who know me, I am quite sure, feel I 
would not in any wise reflect upon any 
man’s good name without cause, and 
inasmuch as I was not doing politics 
or in any wise desiring to injure Jus- 
tice Morrison, I feel it but my duty as 
a gentleman to make this statement. 
“JOHN R. MATHEWS. 
“Los Angeles, Nov. 6, 1898.”’ 

While Gen. Mathews may not have 
realized that he was s ing very 
plainly about the City JUStice, it is 
nevertheless a fuct that he did score 
the police magistrate.

MINER MORRISON. 


THE POLICE JUSTICE’S CAREER IN 
ELDORADO COUNTY, 


Strange Deeds of the Magistrate and 
His Associate, W. H. Shinn, in 
Connection With the Sale of the 
Esperanza Mine—Juggiery With 
Deeds and Titles. 


The acquaintances of Police Justice. 


Morrison are wondering to what new 
enterprise he will turn his attention 
when January comes around, and his 
term is over. At present the magis- 
trate is devoting most of his valuable 
attention to the futile task of trying 
to secure his reélection. 

His experience in acting as sponsor 
for a lottery in Chinatown, as nar- 
rated in yesterday's Times, may stand 
him in good stead, and suggest a 
profitable career. There is still plenty 
of worthless mining stock floating 
about Southern California, which can 
be used as tickets for lottery ventures, 
and Chinamen are always ready to 
try their luck in a lottery, eg 4 
when promoted by a man of suc 
prominence as Judge Morrison. The 
profits are considerable and certain, and 
the work of superintending a drawing 
not arduous. 

Judge Morrison has had considerable 
experience in other branches of mining 
industry, than the promotion of the 
sale of $50 worth of stock of the 
Death Valley Mining Company, for 
$2. with a chance to have the stock 
repurchased at $100, and in these other 
forms of the business he may find 
congenial employment for his distin- 
guished talents. 

Judge Morrison’s connection with the 
Esperanza mine in El Dorado county. 
is an example of his skill in such mat- 
ters. W. H. Shinn, an attorney, more 
widelv than favorably known, was his 
associate in this particular transac- 
tion. Mr. Shinn, it will be remem- 
bered, is the gentlemen who has prac- 
ticed with such success in Justice Mor- 
rison’s court. He is the favorite attor- 
ney of all the gamblers,’ vicious 
vagrants, confidence men and illegal 
liquor dealers whose cases come up 
in Justice Morrison’s court. It is Mr. 
Shinn who has procured acquittal after 
acquittal. and dismissals and lengthy 
continuances without number in Justice 
Morrison’s court, to the amazement of 
practitioners less skilled in manipulat- 
ing the law. It is Shinn who so suc- 
cessfully conducted the major portion 
of Mr Poker Davis’s business in the 
police courts, It was Shinn who de- 
fended with such unparalleled success 
the proprietors of disreputable houses 
and the men who rented the property 
for immoral purposes, when they were 
brought up in Morrison’s court in 1895, 
Wee . Ginn ut the cata- 
logue of all Shinn’s practice in Morri- 
son’s court is too long to be printed. 

Shinn and Morrison procured a bond 
on the Esperanza mine in El Dorado 
county. ana looked about them for a 
purchaser. John Lightfoot of San Fran- 
cisco, an Englishman engaged largely 
in the business of. purchasing mines 
and selling them to English syndi- 
cates. examined the mine and satisfied 
himself of its value, and signified his 
willingness to buy it. A payment was 
handed over and papers made out and 
signed. Lightfoot posted off to England 
to organize a syndicate to buy the 
property. When he arrived he looked 
over the papers. He had supposed 
that he had bought the entire prop- 
erty. but when he came to examine 
the. deed more carefully, he found that 
it transferred merely a two-thirds in- 
terest. 

Lightfoot was angry. He returned to 
California. and there was a seance with 
Morrison and his friend Shinn. They 
agreed to transfer the entire property. 

The negotiations proceeded with 
various intricaciés and detours. The 


| purchaser had to watch all the actions 


of the honorable gentlemen from whom 
he was buying the mine, with a hawk’s 
eye to prevent them from doing him 
undue favors ia the transaction. 

In the nick of time Lightfoot dis- 
covered that the abstract of title fur- 
nished him had been doctored. A»v- 
parently an attempt had been made to 
sell to him and his English backers a 
mine whose title was clouded, and to 
throw a poor widow with minor chil- 
dren into litigation with innocent pur- 
chasers to protect her property rights, 
as she owned a considerable share in 
the mine. Lightfoot was indignant and 
expressed his opinion of the precious 
pair in language which blistered the 
skin on their ears. 

The scheme to involve the unsuspect- 
ing purchasers in litigation with a 
poor woman unable to afford a costly 
legal fight to protect her interests all 
came to naught. The records of the 
courts and officials of El Dorado county 
tell the story of interesting portions 
of Morrison’s and Shinn’s connection 
with the Esperanza mine. 

Judge Morrison in doing his best to 
win the hearts of voters among the 
classes with which he has most to 
do as a criminal magistrate. He is a 
frequent attendant at the prize fights 


of the Manhattan Athletic Club, a re-, 


sort popular among negroes and white 
women, and the club bar-room knows 
his familiar face well. He is well 
known, too, in the poker rooms of the 
city. and throughout the Highth Ward, 
and recently he has been conspicuous 
at the disreputable, disorderly hoodlum 
orgies given in Turner Hall and known 
as “Bowery balls.”

He 
Saw with ‘the clear vision of a great 
Statesman that morality is the im- 
pregnable rock of national prosperity, 
and he resalved upon a crusade having 
for its object the spiritual regeneration 
of his kingdom. Among the chief bul- 
warks of a nation’s strength and per- 
petuity are its memorial ordinances. 
What, the Fourth of July is to the 
United States politically, the Passover 
was to the Jewish race. It was the 
on® great institution, comprehensive 
and far-reaching, araund which the tra- 
ditions of the people crystallized. In 
drifting away from God, as a matter of 
course this ordinance was neglected; 
and this is a strange fact in their his- 
tory, for it signalized their disenthrall- 
ment from . degrading servitude to 
Egyptian taskmasters. The King de- 
termined upon its restcration, and after 
taking counsel with his chief men, mes- 
sengers were dispatched not only to 
every part of his own kingdom, but 
also to the remnant which still re- 
mained in the northern kingdom. His 
appeal to these latter is among the 
most pathetic in history. Not for their 
own sake alcne, but for the sake of 
their captive brethren as well, he be- 
seeches them to unite once more as the 
common posterity of the fathers and 
founders of the commonwealth, in the 
one festival which distinguished them 
from all the peoples of the earth. Di- 
visions and animosities should be tear- 
gotten. Their afflictions should serve 
as fraternal bonds. After all, there was 
but one only living and true God, and 
His chosen dwelling place on earth was 
in the city of His sanctuary. Thither all 
the remnants of Israel and Judah 
should resort as to a common refuge, 
and once more celebrate together the 
great memorial festivah The appeal 
was not wholly in vain; while many 
mocked and jeered, many others ac- 
cepted the gracious invitation, so that 
there assembled at Jerusalem a vast 
number to keep the feast. The refor- 
mation sought by the King may have 
been superficial, and the effects may 
have been transient, but the effort was 
werth all it cost.

Even the great continents do 
not remain always, but when their 
time has come they disappear beneath 
the great ocean, there to be restored to 
their primeval freshness and_ vigor, 
again to reappear and become the 
abode of new and more advanced races 
of men. 
“The average man and wonian are 
living at the periphery of life, instead 
of at the center, and being away from 
the true fountain of strength and 
power, are lost in the turmoil and 
worry of life, instead of remaining in 
the calmness and serenity of true 
living. We are so taken up: with our 
petty views of things that we miss the 
real poetry and beauty of life, and as 
the tendency of the times ig toward a 
mercenary and material view, unless 
we hold steadfastly to a high ideal, we 
are apt. to be swamped in the mere 
machinery and trappings of existence. 
It is only by retiring within and still- 
ing the tumult of the outer nature 
that we can begin to know life as it 
really is.’’ 


Good Citizenship. 
ESTERDAY morning Rev. E. A. 
Healy preached at Simpson Taber- 
nacle on “Good Citizenship.” He 
spoke from First Cor. 10-31: ‘‘Whether 
therefore you eat or drink, or whatso- 
ever you do, do all to the glory of God.” 

“Some of you,” he said, “have been 
called upon to solve the question, ‘What 
is the chief end of man?’ You have 
answered it by living a life that seeks 
the honor and glory of God. In the 
Decalogue the first four commands, 
and in the Lord’s prayer the first three 
petitions refer to the glory of God. The 
will of God is that all men should be 
saved; that they should be saved from 
error and come to a knowledge of the 
truth. So you see that the will of God 
is for the good of His children. 

“He has laid down certain rules to 
guide us, that we may not blunder nor 
walk in darkness. We seek to do the 
will of God in such a way that the 
result will be beneficial to us and those 
about us. God ordained civil govern- 
ment just as sure as He ordained His 
church. If a citizen says ‘I never 
bother with politics,’ the result should 
be such that politics would never 
bother him. Wise men have turned 
their attention and energy toward the 
subject of statesmanship that our 
country might have a good and whole- 
some government. 

“Men have'an ability to do one thing, 
while their ability to do another is an 
insignificant quantity. There are men 
whose wisdom and intelligence fits 
them for the duty of making laws for 
the government of men. Righteous- 
ness is the first qualification, and if 
there is not ability there is nothing to 
build righteousness upon. This is in 
these days a standard of honor in 
Statesmanship and the voter . should 
seek to find these qualifications in the 
candidates for whom he casts his bal- 
lot. Men who are known to be true 
in places of trust are the ones to be 
supported at the polls next Tuesday. 
If men will rebuke the unworthy men 
who may be nominated by the parties 
with which they vote, they will do a 
lasting good to their party and their 
country. In the exercise of the fran- 
chise the first qualification is personal 
righteousness. Do your own thinking 
and qualify yourselves for the supreme 
duty that is before you.. Vote for wise 
able and just men, who will carry out 
honestly the principles and purposes 
of good government, and the result 
will be all that we anticipate or desire.”

How about the pro- 
fessedly Christian landlord, who must 
have his rents whether the payment 
bring hardship upon the widow, the 
fatherless ,or the sick, when a little 
forbearance would right the account? 
How about the money-lender who 
watches his opportunity to lend at a 
high rate of interest and in case of 
default takes the property at a merely 
nominal figure? How about the em- 
ployer who exacts the services of the 
employé to the utmost limit, who takes 


“the clerk or laborer by the throat, say- 


ing, ‘‘Pay me that thou owest,”’ and in- 
cidentally exacts as much more as he 
can get? Such conduct forfeits the 
mercy already received from God. 

For the accounts are not yet finally 
closed.

GROTON CALLED TO TIME. 


Prohibition Candidate for Coroner 
Branded as a Deserter. 7 


William D. Groton of Rivera, the 
supposed Prohibition candidate for the 
office af Coroner, has gotten himself 
into disfavor through his zeal to se- 
cure the political plum for Dr. O. D. 
Fitz-Gerald, even to his own disad- 
vantage. Attorney Fred H. Taft of 
the firm of Tanner & Taft of Santa 
Monica, has expressed his opinion of 
Mr. Groton in scorching terms, and 
that, too, in a letter to Groton, rephying 
to the latter’s appeal for votes for his 
supposed antagonist, Dr. Fitz-Gerald. 
In a circular letter sent to Attorney 
Taft, Groton expressed his desire to 
withdraw in favor of Fitz-Gerald, that 
‘‘an honest and faithful administration 
of the office’? might be insured to the 
people. The letter closes with a “re- 
spectful’” appeal to Groton’s 2000 al- 
leged constitutents to cast their bal- 
bots for the Democratic: nominee. - 
The reply of Attarney Taft is a 
scorcher. The barrister denounces the 
action of Groton as a “contemptible 
political trick, scarcely worthy the 
‘practical politics’ which the Prohibi- 
tion party is supposed to condemn.” 
Groton is charged with bad faith in 
deserting his party at the eleventh 
hcwur, and is compared to an ambushed 
enemy rather than an avowed foe of the 
cause he represents on the official bal- 
lot.

Large Increase im the Registration 
af Voters in Many Counties—Cat- 
tle Thieves in the Dragoon 


Mountains. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Nov. 4.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The canvass for del- 
egate to Congress is now>+ practically 
ended, Both of the political parties are 
holding their last meetings in Phoenix 
—the Republicans tonight and the Dem- 
ocrats tomorrow night. 
seem bright for the election of Col. 
Brodie, but so many hew elements en- 
ter into the contest this year that the 
best posted man is really unable to pre- 


dict results with any certainty. 


Two years ago, when Mark Smith, 
Democrat, was elected, there were three 
candidates in the field as against two 
at this time. Smith received a plu- 
rality of 1975 votes, out of a total vote 
of 14.051. The Jate Capt. Bucky O'Neill 
was a candidate at that time, receiv- 
ing 3896 votes; A. J. Doran was the Re- 
publican candidate, receiving 4090 votes;. 
and M. A. Smith was the Democratic 
candidate, receiving 6065 votes. It is 
evident that the elimination of the 
Bucky O'Neill yotes means a great 
deal to the one can 
Brodie’s friends claim he will receive 
most of this vote, From the figures 
j} cited -it is evident that he must of 
necessity receive a very considerable 
portion of it. The question arises, 
however, whether J. F. Wilson, the 
Democratic candidate, will recéive .the 
strength that Mark Smith carried with 


him two years ago. 


Then there is another phase to’ the 
auestion this fall. Two years ago the 
registration of voters was 20,158. The 
registration lists, as far as heard from, 
show a decided increase over two years 
ago. Figures at this writing are hard 
to secure, but enough has been heard 
from, seven out of the twelve counties, 
to give an approximate idea of this 
increase. The registration two years 
ago in the counties of Coconino, 
Cochise, Maricapa, Mohave, Navajo, 
Pinta and Yavapai, amounted to 14,250.
